A. C. McKenzie, arrested after 
the fatal accident, was 
charged 
with driv ing an automobile while 
under the influence of intoxicat­ 
ing liquor. 
His car had crashed 
into the rear o f.the wagon, from 
which a piece of pipe projected, 
pcietrating the windshield of the 
car and inflicting fatal injuries to 
.1. H. McKenzie, who sat beside his 
brother. 
At the inquest, conducted 
by 
Coroner Charles D. Brown in the 
Smith and Tuthill funeral parlors 
here Saturday aiternoon, Mrs. ,T. 
H McKenzie, the widow, who had 
I ten in the car at the tim e of the 
c-o’lision, testified that during the 
trip from their home in Ontario to 
Huntington Beach she knew that 
her brother-in-law had not been 
drinking, nor had showed signs of 
intoxication. 
A Santa Ana physician who ex­ 
amined McKenzie an hour and a 
half after the wreck testified that 
in his opinion McKenzie was in­ 
toxicated. 
Similar belief was ex­ 
pressed by Deputy Sheriff H er­ 
man Zazel, who arrested McKen­ 
zie. 
Considring the conflict in tes­

How carefu lly you look after you r eyes in these 
days. 
At the slightest sign of persistent headache 
or eye weariness, you hu rry to the ocu list becau se 
you realize the valu e of you r eyes in you r life. 
And what abou t the feet? 
Why at the first sign of an ache in the arches 
of the feet, a pair of foot su pports are pu rchased 
at the nearest dru g store. 
Now there may be a time when foot arches be­ 
come necessary, bu t that time is not at the first 
sign of pain or weakness. 
That little pain is Na­ 
tu re’s warning that some u nu su al strain is being pu t 
on the arch. 
The sensible thing wou ld be to heed 
the warning and find ou t the cau se. Perhaps you 
are wearing the wrong kind of shoes, narrow with 
high heels. 
Possibly you are pu tting on excess weight and 
as you r feet do not grow any bigger, they are not 
strong enou gh to su pport this extra weight. 
Now 
what shou ld be you r first thou ght? 
To try and preserve you r own arches, becau se 
they mean spring, mean life to you r walk and 
carriage. 
Ju st as soon as you get arch su pports 
you lose a bu oyancy that cannot be replaced 
Now the preservation of the arches is not diffi­ 
cu lt if you are willing to u se a little thou ght and 
effort. 
First, get the right kind of shoes. 
They may not 
look as “pretty” as some of the narrow styles, 
bu t they^ need not be u gly nor u ngainly. 
They 
shou ld be wide enou gh to allow the foot to be 
flat on the grou nd. 
The heel shou ld he low and 
very large actu ally larger on the part that tou ches 
the grou nd than above. 
Have a cobbler pu t an ex­ 
tra lift on the inner side of the sole and heel. This 
will roll the foot ou tward and off the arch. 
As you walk try and point the toe straight ahead. 
Indian fashion, instead of ou twards. 
And finally, remember the exercises mentioned 
in a previou s article. 
Walking on the aides of the feet with toes tu rned 
in, rising on the toes, and also on the heels. 
These three simple exercises will arch u p the 
foot for you , and keep it arched. 
If you are overweight you know what to do. 
Don’t get arches u ntil you have persisted with the 
exercises for months.
